for the gratification of luxurious 
tastes, and the satisfaction of .til 
the reasonable claims of family, 
social and philanthropic life, such 

tin income does DOl new, in our 
largo cities, provide more than a 

respectable maintenance. I am 

writing about rich men and women, 

and what they must spend If they 

tmoug other rich people 

daughter of one if these fat 

to a young man v ho was de\ 
iiii; one of the prosperous iudn 
of our country.

Whioh they mlgfai be expected lo 
seek rest and a fee years of calm 
and honorable retirement after a 
busv life, i> often because the spur 
of necessity to enlarge their Income 
ilways pressing them Their 
handsome incomes only serve to 
keep up the position in which they 
have always lived. Their associates 
are living a little belter each year, 

getting more out of life, enjoying 
more, dispensing more, expanding 
somewhat continually and they 
must keep up wiih the pace or drop 
out ol the race. The number of 
rich men has also increased BO much 

thai what they seek and demand 
has risen in cost. Horses and ear- 
S and houses and choice sites 
for BUmmei homes, and the wages 
of servants and the style of 1; 
and of entertaining, have all grown 
costlier of recent years. 



sum daily, for flowers, is a rare and 
prudent fellow, and this is only the 
least of his luxuries. 

Are we then a nation of spend- 
thrifts, the rich people setting the 
pace and the rest following as fast 
and as far as they can? I do not 
think ho. We are called money 
worshippers by some; and reckless 
prodigals by others. Neither 
charge is correct. There is a new 
scale of wealth, and there are 
many more people who have large 
possessions, than evet before in our 
history. Hut there is as large a 
proportion of sensible and thrifty 
persons in the country as ever. 
There are fewer reckless spend- 
thrifts, and more rich men who are 
bestowing vast sums of money in 
philanthropic and charitable works. 
The wealth which is gathered is not 
boarded. Much of it is distributed 
throughout the community, and a 
larger proportion than in former 
limes, is given away in charity and 
philanthropy. There is also less 
self denial and less saving, the 
severer virtues have been sent to 
the background, and charity and 
friendliness and hospitality aie dis- 
played and advertised. The good 
thiaga whioh multi-millionaires are 
doing with their gold ate published 
f.ir and wide, and "the woman yvith 
two mites" has little chance of com- 
mendation in comparison with them. 
What the end will be it is impos- 
sible to predict. It is evident now 
that the rich are getting richer, that 
the cost of everything which rich 
people use and demand is growing 
greater every day, and that com- 
petition litis stretched beyond busi- 
. and entered social, and even

More women than men could 
swer questions on any subject, not 
alone that of which they had been 
talking. It has also been found 
that most sleep talkers are unc 

idently, then, with the muscles 
and organ* of the body all working, 

the brain only that sleeps, 
and by no means all of the brain. 
The senses of sight, heating, touch, 
smell and taste may be very much 
awake while the subject sleeps. 

A sleeping person hears and an- 
swers questions, rearranges his bed 
clothing, covers his eyes to keep 
OUt light, draws away his hand 
when the experimenter tickles 
A child is broken of the habit of 
sucking his thumb while asleep by 
putting aloes on it. lie is con- 
scious of the bittet taste and dreams 
of wormwood.
